Mr. Sam and 
His Victory 


Mr. Sam’s Rules Committee vic- 
tory over the Byrd-Smith Con- 
gressional axis requires of it that 

we examine its 


needs viewpoint and understand- 
ing of those who so doggedly op- 
posed it. 


With the whole world watching, 
this newest “‘little group of will- 
ful men” was willing to destroy 
the image of a President with a 
party majority. They acted, we 
must presume, out of partisan- 
ship, prejudice or adherence to 
principles narrowly held. Had the 
administration's position not been 
sustained, the impression would 
have been broadcast that Presi- 
dent Kennedy was not in control 
of his government; that his own 
party had deserted him, and that 
American unity in the face of the 
common danger from alert and 
designing enemies did not exist. 


The Vote 


In this they would not have been 
too far wrong. A success by this 
anti-administration list of con- 
gressmen would not have meant, 
of course, that in the event of an 
attack on this country there would 
not have been unity. There would 
have been. Every man in the 
strange combination would have 
hurried to the defense of his coun- 
try. But this is not the point. The 
real objective is to make the 
country so strong its enemies will 
not attack us. We cannot longer 
afford the luxury of waiting for 
the attack to become strong. We 
must proceed now to strengthen 
the economy, to eliminate discrim- 
inations between citizens, to aid 


education and to bolster our se-j. 


curity. 


Therefore, let us examine the 
anatomy of Mr. Sam’s smashing 
victory—for it was that. The rela- 
tive narrowness of his margin is 
not too important. There was ar- 
rayed against him some of the 
most formidable influences in 
Washingteh. These included those 
of the NAM, the AMA and its re- 
lated associations, and, strangely 
enough, many powerful figures in 
the American Farm Bureau. 


The AMA opposes the Kennedy 
legislation, which will, if passed, 
put aid to the old and the indi- 
gent under Social Security rather 
than set up state and additional 
federal agencies to administer— 
and consu in overhead—a sub- 
stantial part of the funds. The 
NAM opposes this and other so- 
called ‘“‘spending” features of the 
Kennedy program. The American 
Farm Bureau politicians were bid- 
ding for votes on farm support 


Anti-Administration 


So, what do we find as we dis- 
sect out the vote? « 


The total support for the Smith- 
Byrd axis was composed of Demo- 
crats, of Mr. Kennedy’s own par- 
ty, and partisan Republicans. 
Most of the Democrats were from 
the South. The Southern farmers 
might well ask if these men were 
truly representing their agricul- 
tural constituents in this vote. The 
state farm bureau organizations 
in the South are hopeful of help 
from the Kennedy administration 
in matters relating to cotton and 
peanuts—about which the AFB 
seems to care so little. The people 
of the South might request an ex- 
planation of those votes from the 
Southern states. The teachers in 
Dixie might think about how well 
their congressmen stood by them 
in this vote. And why? 


Here again we have the South’s 
bloc vote cast for reasons which 
do not have, for all of us, a plaus- 
ible ring. Some of those who so 
voted were honest about it. They 
admitted they were opposed be- 
cause they hoped to bottle up 
civil rights and school-aid meas- 
ures in the Rules Committee. One 
might respect the candor of these 
men without agreeing with them. 


The average citizen does not 
understand that the House Rules 
Committee for the past several 
«years has been abusing its privi- 
leges. It has refused to pass bills 
out either as approved or dis- 
approved. It arbitrarily has exer- 
cised a power never given it to 
lock up the bills so as to prevent 
the House from acting. 


So, in the showdown, against

“‘watchdog” sattellite into polar 
orbit from Point Arguello, Calif. 


EYE ON GLOBE 


The satellite was designed to 
keep the free world’s eye on all 
parts of the globe, including 
Soviet Russia. 


The two-ton Samos II (satellite 
and missile observation system) 
was launched at 3:22 p.m. (At- 
lanta time) in a drizzle from the 
fog-shrouded Pacific missile 
range base adjacent to Vanden- 
berg Air Force Base and 170 
miles northwest of Los Angeles. 
Disclosure that the OS was in 
orbit came about two hours later. 


The watchdog satellite was car- 
ried aloft by an Atlas D inter- 
continental missile.

As the governor scratched ‘‘S. 
Ernest Vandiver’’ on the three 
bills and one constitutional 
amendment, he commented, 
“These are the four most impor- 
tant bills to be. signed in this 
century”’ in Georgia.

HAILS LEADERS 


“The fact that Georgia has 
made this move shows the nation 
we are responsible people. We 
are not law defiers. We intend 
to protect our children. We in- 
tend to try to maintain our South- 
ern traditions,”’ he replied. 


Vandiver signed the bills as a 
group of legislative leaders 
watched. They included Lt. Gov. 
Garland Byrd, House Speaker 
George L. Smith II, House Floor 
Leader Frank Twitty and Senate 
President Pro-tem Carl Sanders. 


“The plaudits and the tributes 
of the people of Georgia are due 
these men,”’ Vandiver said, indi- 
cating the legislative leaders 


LAUDS LEGISLATORS 


The governor said he did not 
anticipate 30 days ago that such 
measures would be introduced in 
the Legislature. 


That, however, was before fed- 
eral courts ordered the University 
of Georgia to drop its segregation 
barriers and allow two Negroes to 
attend. 


Vandiver praised all the legisla- 
tors who voted for the measures, 
and that included most of the law- 
makers. “Georgia can well be 
proud of the men who passed this 
program,” he said. 


REFERENDUM IN 1962. 


The constitutional amendment 
seeks to guarantee “freedom of 
association” among school chil- 
dren. It still must be approved by 
the voters in the November, 1962, 
general election.

In a rare personal appeal to 
the House, the 79-year-old Speaker 
told the members adoption of his 
resolution was the only way to 
be sure President Kennedy’s pro- 
gram will move forward. 


Rayburn told the House that 
six of the eight Democrats on the 
Rules committee are in favor of 
the change and said, “I don't 
think they are long-haired radi- 
cals who want to destroy the 
country.” 


Rayburn was supported by 195 
Democrats, mostly from the North 
and West, and by 22 Republicans. 


Voting with Rep. Smith against 
what the Virginian called a “‘com- 
mittee-packing plan” were 64 
Democrats, mostly from the 
South, and 148 Republicans. 


There was one “present” vote, 
two “‘pairs” and only five absen- 
tees in a near record attendance 
of House members. 


Although under heavy pressure

HAVANA—Six Americans tried 
Saturday by a military court in 
La Cabana Fortress across the 
bay from Havana were sentenced 
Tuesday to 30 years each in 
prison. 

They were convicted of “crimes 
against the security of the Cuban 
state.” Specifically, the charge 
was they had come to Cuba to 
join anti-Castro rebels in the

The Americans are Alford Eu- 
gene Gibson, 32, of Durham, N.C.; 
Leonard Louis Schmidt, 21, of Chi- 
eago; George R. Beck, 24, of 
Taunton, Mass.; Tommy L. Baker, 
28, of Dothan, Ala., and a former 
resident of Columbus, Ga.; Don- 
ald Joe Green, 28, a native of 
Montreal, Canada, and a natural- 
ized citizen, and James B. Beane, 
34, of Cedar Falls, N.C. 


The sentence will be served in 
the Isle of Pines penitentiary 
where some 4,000 enemies of the 
Castro regime are now serving 
sentences from 5 to 30 years. 


The trial of the Americans last- 
ed two hours and 35 minutes— 
undoubtedly one of the shortest 
military trials in the history of 
the Castro regime. 


The Americans arrived in Ha- 
vana harbor last Jan. 7. Their 
arrest was announced Jan. 19. 
They contended at the trial they 
had come to Cuba to “help the 
Castro revolution against its ene- 
mies.” 


However, the prosecutor de- 
clared this was “unbelievable.” 
He attempted to prove that they 
had come to Cuba to join the 
anti-Castro rebels and that they 
had thrown the arms they brought 
overboard when they feared cap- 
ture. 


The evidence against the Ameri- 
cans consisted of ‘‘grease spots” 
in the yacht in which they arrived. 
All pleaded not guilty to the 
charge. The prosecutor said this 
was conclusive evidence that they 
had brought arms for the rebels 


and had thrown them overboard.

It seems to us that these facts apply on 
the question of a teacher pay raise: 


First, Gov. Vandiver has already writ- 
ten a budget more than $20 million higher 
than estimated income. To stretch it fur- 
ther without added revenue is to offer the 
teachers empty promises, not money. 

Second, a teacher raise in amounts 
suggested would cause an increase in the 
sales tax affecting every citizen. And this 
is not a time to raise taxes. 

Third, to add one mill to the charge- 
back as Rep. Battle Hall suggests would 
only give a $100 pay increase, And locali- 
ties that now pay fair local taxes would 
be robbed to soothe localities that refuse 
to support their teachers locally. We op- 
pose it. Until a uniform tax digest is put 
into effect, and equal tax effort required 
locally everywhere, then those 4ocalities 
that do pay fair local taxes must not be 
penalized further. Let the legislature and 
the teachers back tax equalization and 
shun such further efforts as this to per- 
petuate local loafing and freeloading on 
dutiful counties.

Fourth, the money now present in re- 
serve funds of the State School Building 
Authority cannot under law be touched. 

Fifth, the House Appropriations com- 
mittee is taking the sensible approach. It 
is going over the budget, not with a mal- 
let but with a microscope, to find any fat. 
Some fat is present—a little here and a 
little there. Put together, it may be 
enough to justify a moderate increase. 
Perhaps a half million dollars can be 
found through cutbacks in future amounts 
paid into the depreciation reserve of the 
School Building Authority—and this re- 
serve should be trimmed in the future. 
The State Department of Education itself 
can bear some scrutiny of expenditures 
if it is reasonable and not punitive. As for 
cutting back on school building, even if 
the present program were cut in half the 
money saved could finance no more than 
a $100 raise for teachers. 

A little here, a little there, scraped to- 
gether prudently, can yield some hope for 
the teachers. But they will have to get 
fervently behind local tax equalization 
and federal aid to education if they really 
expect a substantially improved income.

Clears Way for Action 


President Kennedy won his first big 
battle in Congress yesterday by a narrow 
margin of five votes. But the fact he won 
the fight on which he and House Speaker 
Sam Rayburn had staked their prestige 
will have a major bearing on the success 
of much of his program. 

The nation saw dramatized for the 
first time the Southern Democratic- 
Northern Republican coalition in action. 
What is politically more important, it 
saw it defeated. Speaker Rayburn and 
the administration took its measure, gam- 
bled and won. The narrow margin does 
not detract from the achievement. 

Let Georgians note that on this all- 
important issue, the first on which the 
new Democratic President had requested 
party help, all their representatives ex- 
cept two—Rep. Vinson and Rep. Pilcher— 
voted against him. And this occurs just 
when the new President begins what is 
likely to be an eight-year tenure in the 
White House! 

Let them note, too, that the other eight 
voted with 148 Republicans against the 
move to break the House Rules Commit- 
tee roadblock to constructive legislation. 

As it®turns out, President Kennedy’s 
hand has been strengthened in carrying 
out the program of action he outlined 
Monday, a program which has been 
greeted with overwhelming popular ap- 
proval. 7 

The President has demonstrated him- 
self to be a determined and _ skillful 
fighter. In winning the Rules Committee 
battle, he has cleared the way for many 
more to come. But his chances for victory 
on each of them have been improved and 
the country knows it has a leader.

The Georgia Senate yesterday took a 
timid step toward encouraging counties 
to place their sheriffs on salaries.

That is only 
part of the price of the fee system. 

Be that as it may, the Senate bill is 
better than nothing. But if the House 
dampens it down any more, the measure 
will be unworthy of citing even for the 
mere sake of appearance.

In the past nine years, the governor said, 
local support of education in Georgia has risen 
11 million dollars while state support has risen 
90 million, eight times as much. In total state 
expenditures, the state ranks 14th, also well 
above the national average. In state contribu- 
tions to educational expenditures, our ranking 
is 10th for each $1,000 of personal income. 

The operating budget of the last yeamof the 
preceding administration was approximately 325 
million dollars. The 406-million-dollar budget pre- 
sented by Gov. Vandiver just three years later 
represents an Increase of 81 millions, That it was 
accomplished without a tax increase is ho mean 
feat. Yet demands still grow. 

The state sooner or later has to come to 
grips with fundamentals. Consolidations of 
schools, functions—even counties—are econom- 
ically inevitable. If we attempt to underwrite the 
costs of more and more local government func- 
tions in 159 political subdivisions, those govern- 
ments will grow progressively weaker while the 
state’s burden grows heavier. 

It must be recognized, too, that an oppressive 
state tax structure could have an equally op- 
pressive effect on development of the Georgia 
economy.—GEORGE BOSWELL.

Foremost among these is how to 
evoke the indispensable spirit of 
sacrifice in a people to whom 
he promised greatly increased 
federal assistance in meeting 
their personal problems; and how 


to curb the flagrant abuses, which 
he did not mention, or organized 
labor’s exercise of its power over 
the national social-economy. 

Several members of Congress, 
mostly Republicans, made the 
firm prediction that the Presi- 
dent cannot advance far toward 
his bright goals without taking 
into stern account these national 
conditions, the first: likely to be 
stimulated by his public welfare 
pledges, the second at least ver- 
bally unchallenged in its deep 
entrenchment. 

But in the giowing circum- 
stances of the President's address, 
these were probably set down by 
many as black partisans or cur- 
mudgeons.

WASHINGTON—There is no doubt that Ken- 


nedy has the intention and the talent to use his 
os weekly press conference as a powerful instru- 
ment of presidential leadership. Since the grim period of the depres- 
sion, when President Roosevelt employed it so resourcefully to un- 
fold his program during the furious 100 days of the New Deal, it has 


been a valuable window on the White House. 


With Kennedy’s first use of live 
television and radio, it is a window 
which opens into the drawing 
rooms of millions of American’ 
homes. 


President Eisenhower set the 
precedent when he permitted his 
press conferences to be taped and 
filmed to later use by the net- 
works. 


Now Kennedy has gone the 
whole distance along the electronic 
frontier. He has thereby put the 
President into communication 
regularly with the whole nation, 
not just as a record of what has 
happened between him and the 
press, but as a participating view 
of what is happening. 

This brightens the power. of the 
presidential press conference to in- 
form the country, and, indeed, to 
bestir citizens to agree with or to 
dissent from the President's 
words and actions.

Georgia Tech’s alumni leaders 
have announced they will back 
President Edwin D. Harrison’s 
policy of ‘no demonstrations” 
when and if desegregation occurs 
on the campus. 


The board of trustees of the na- 
tional alumni association passed 
a supporting statement at its reg- 
ular meeting. The board’s policy 
was made public through R. A. 
Siegel, of Atlanta, president of the 
12,000-member alumni group. 


Dr. Harrison told students re- 
cently that any students partici- 
pating in open demonstrations 
would be immediately expelled. 


The statement of the board 
read, in part, as follows:

Despite warnings that it might 
huft their chances of getting good 
cemmittee assignments, the

Stephens—voted against Rayburn 
and with their more conservative 
c@lleagues. 

SUMS UP 

Hagan seemed to sum up their 
pdsition when he said: “I have 
listened to all sides and no logical 
réason has been presented to me 
why I should vote to change the 
rules.

Some observers saw in the 
closeness of the vote an indication 
that some of the Kennedy legisla- 
tive program, particularly domes- 
tic spending measures, may face 
tough going in the House. 


As a result of the vote, member- 
ship of the Rules ‘committee, 
which must clear legislation for 
floor action, will be increased 
from 12 to 15. 


There now are-eight Democrats 
and four Republicans, but Smith 
and Rep.

NO HARD FEELINGS 


And althought the 78-year-old 
“Judge”’ Smith told reporters 
afterward there would be “‘no 
hard feelings’ on his part, the 
bitter battle seems certain to 
leave some scars. 


Some harsh things were said at 
times and tempers got short in a 
debate that preceded the vote. 


Of the Southern state delega- 
tions, South Carolina and Missis- 
sippi voted solidly against Ray- 
burn. The Speaker got two votes 
from Georgia, but only one each 
from Florida, Virginia and North 
Carolina. He picked up five in 
Louisiana, four in Arkansas, four 
in Alabama, and got 15 but lost 
six from his home state of Texas. 


But evidence of affection for 
the Speaker was seen when he got 
an ovation from the Democratic 
side of the aisle when he entered 
the chamber, and another ovation 
from packed galleries when the 
fight was over. 


Just before the roll call vote, 
Rayburn descended from the 
rostrum to make one of his rare 
speeches from the well of the 
House in closing argument for | 
his resolution. | 


The issue was a simple one, the 
Speaker said. The nation, faced 
with troubles at home and abroad, 
has elected a new leader to the 
presidency who wants to “do 
something about it,” he con- 
tinued. 


And the only way for President 
Kennedy’s program to get 
through the House is to change 
the make-up of the rules commit- 
tee, he declared. 


“Let’s move,” Rayburn said, 
“and the only way we can be 
sure — the only way — is to 
adopt this resolution,”’ he added. 


The speaker voiced resentment 
at accusations that he wanted to 
“pack or stack” the committee. 
just “‘common sense” to give the 
House the right to “‘work its will” 
on legislation. 


Nothing that Smith had offered 
to clear bills dealing with five 
major domestic objectives of the

MASKED WRECK

But 
the ash, chemists said, would turn 
the chlorine into a bleach and 
stop the mushrooming of poison 
gas. 

A brisk breeze dissipated the 
chlorine gas at the beginning, but 
the breeze lost speed and the light, 
variable winds that followed let 
the curling vapor concentrate, 
then drift low across fields and 
settlement.

President 
Given Plan 
For Farms

WASHINGTON — Farm policy 
task forces recommended to Pres- 
ident Kennedy Tuesday emer- 
gency and voluntary expanded 
land retirement programs to meet 
immediate, but not long-term, 
farm problems. 


Their asserted aims were to re- 
duce mounting farm surpluses 
while increasing farmer income at 
less cost to the treasury than pres- 
ent programs. 


The White House made public 
four task force reports on agri- 
culture, but did not indicate the 
President’s reaction to them in 
advance of a special message he 
plans to send to Congress shortly. 
The reports dealt with “‘key ele- 
ments of the agricultural situa- 
tion,” plus specific studies of the 
problems in wheat, cotton and 
feed grains. 


DIFFER ON SOLUTIONS 


The Kennedy advisers were not 
always in agreement on proposed 
solutions. The over-all farm study, 
titled ‘“‘Key Elements,”’ headed by 
J. Norman Efferson, dean of the 
Louisiana State University Agri- 
cultural Colloge, concluded it 
would be “unwise to raise price 
supports for wheat and corn under 
present circumstances.”’ 


But the Feed Grain Study Com- 
mittee, headed by Fred Heinkel of 
the Missouri Farmers Association, 
said some increase in the price 
support levels was essential to 
persuade farmers to take more 
land out of cultivation, thus re- 
ducing surpluses. 


In urging a “greatly expanded 
land retirement program’ for 
the short-run to cut grain sur- 
pluses, the Efferson committee 
said that participation in the soil 
bank should be a “condition for 
receiving price support and other 
benefits from farm programs.” 


‘CROSS COMPLIANCE’ 


“Land retired from _ cotton, 
wheat and other crops with (fed- 
eral) acreage allotments should 
be placed in the conservation re- 
serve,” it said. 

This proposal is, in effect, a 
“cross compliance”’ idea that the 
Eisenhower administration an- 
nounced in 1956 and withdrew 
under political pressure. 


The land retirement proposal 
is expected to be the Kennedy ad- 
ministration’s first move to get 
something moving and break the 
deadlock that exists in Congress 
on farm legislation. But it appears 
to face rough going. 

Congress permitted the soil 
bank, under which farmers are 
paid to idle land, to die last Dec. 
31. The Democratic - controlled 
Congress balked at extending the 
multi-million dollar program ever 
since abuses were uncovered 
early in the program which was 
set forth by the Eisenhower ad- 
ministration.

“I was so aware of the big, black American cars with dressed- 
up tourists in them that I almost missed Holland,” the earnest, 
articulate visitor recalls. ‘I didn’t want Americans to spoil the 
good feeling the Dutch have for us.” 


When she went shopping she found Americans talking loudly 
about cheap prices. 


“The Dutch were insulted. They almost all understand or 
speak English,”’ she continued. 


So Mrs. Earle put her ‘“Yankee ingenuity”’ to work. 


“I marched down to the editor’s office of the Hague evening 
paper and got myself a writing job,” she said. 


LETTER TO LEILA 


She gave the American woman’s viewpoint on the Dutch in 
a column called ‘‘Letter to Leila.” This was translated into the 
native language. 


Six menths later, she started her own radio program—this 
time from the natives’ viewpoint. It concerned Dutch handcrafts 
and arts. 


INTERESTED AMERICAN 


So successful was the interested American that the Nether- 
lands Ministry of Economic Affairs asked her to prepare a prac- 
tical guide for English-speaking tourists. She called it ‘‘Life 
With the Dutch Touch” and filled it with prices as well as in- 
teresting facts. 


When her husband was transferred back to the U.S. two years 
ago, Mrs. Earle couldn’t give up the Dutch.

Legislative Forum for Women 


By BETTY CARROLLTON 

Leading figures in Georgia's 
mental health picture Tuesday 
staged their own version of the 
Great Debate for the benefit of 
the state’s feminine citizens. 


Rep. Culver Kidd of Baldwin 
County, chairman of the House- 
Senate Mental Health Commit- 
tee, Rep. Joe Underwood of 
Montgomery County, and Ernest 
Davis, representing the State 
Department, forcused a lively 
session of the Legislative Forum 
for Women on Georgia’s mental 
health problems. Adhering to 
the forum's “‘equal time’”’ policy, 
the legislators and Mr. Davis 
painted an expressive picture 
spotlighting different views on 
ways-and-means to allievating 
some of the problems. 


INCREASE FUNDS 


. Rep. Kidd reviewed his com- 
mittee’s recommendations, em- 
phasizing the need for an in- 
crease in funds and the estab- 
lishment of a State Mental 
Health Department. He said the 
creation of such a unit, provid- 
ing a five-man state mental 
health commission, would oper- 


ate separately from the State 
Health Department. 


The commission would ad- 
minister the 12,000-patient Mill- 
edgeville State Hospital, Grace- 
wood Training School for Mental 
Defectives, State Hospital for 
Alcoholics, and facilities at 
Reidsville State Prison for treat- 
ing patients there. 


The mental health board 
would also be authorized to 
establish clinics and treatment 
centers. 


Commending recent improve- 
ments in the state mental health 
picture, Rep. Kidd expressed 
disappointment that greater 
strides have not been made. 


WASTE MOTIONS 


He maintained that, even 
while going forward, there is 
‘‘a lot of waste motions,. a lot 
of wasted’ time’ that wouldn't 
occur if we had a separate de- 
partment of mental health. 


“Our project to build a chapel 
at the Milledgeville State Hos- 
pital,”” he added, “has sadly 
bogged down.’ 


Rep. Underwood, disagreeing 
vehemently with some of the 


Baldwin solon’s views, suggested 
the women might consider the 
state hospital situation as “a 
nosy neighbor trying to tell you 
how to run your home.” 


“All politicians, or at least 
man politicians,’’ he continued, 
“have used Milledgeville as a 
plank to step forward on. Gov- 
ernors have run for office on 
a sympathetic theme on Mill- 
edgeville conditions. 


“If we concentrated all our 
budget on the hospital, provided 
it with marble halls, pink satin 


drapes and cushions, you could. 


still find things to cry about 


when you visited the institution. = 


GREAT STRIDES 


“We've taken great strides, 
but even if we alloted all our 
budget to the hospital, we 
wouldn’t have the personnel and 
employees who'd know how to 
spend it. The money would be 
squandered. We can’t wave a 
magic wand and take care of 
everything. We neyer will be 
able to correct some of it.”’ 

During his rebuttal, Rep. Kidd, 
appraising the ‘‘nosy-neighbor’’ 
reference, asked forum mem- 
bers: “If you were safe at home 


and a stranger had a terrible 
accident in front of your house, 
would you be nosy if you ran out 
and offered to help in any way 
that you could? Are you med- 
dling when you try to help peo- 
ple in trouble? The Baldwin 
County legislators didn’t ask 
for this (state hospital) problem, 
but it’s there. It is not just our 
problem. It’s the problem of 
every citizen.”’ 


The Mental Health Commit- 
tee’s proposal to utilize the {fa- 
cilities of a nonused Laurens 
County school to take care of 
a number of Georgia’s custodial 
mental health patients was an- 
other area of disagreement 
among forum speakers. 


RETARDED CHILDREN 


Rep. Kidd said his committee 
recommended that the Brewton 
school building near Dublin be 
used as a center for mentally 
retarded children who are not 
likely to improve over the years. 
The Brewton building, construct- 
ed about five years ago at a 
cost of $350,000, has never been 
used. 


“The building,’’ Rep. Kidd ex- 
plained, ‘offers 32,000 square

A blue-clad “‘bobby” offered 
some revealing facts about an 
unclad heroine during England’s 
lat goodwill gesture to At- 
lanfags: Lady Godiva is giving 
tourists, as well as taxpayers, 
a break in her modern setting. 


Police Constable John Hand cf 
Coventry, England, said that 
the famed equine artist is part 
of the near-fantastic blend of old 
and new in his homeland. Cov- 
entry, site of Lady Godiva's fa- 
mous ride through the streets 
to obtain a tax concession for 
the people, was a pyre torched 
by Hitler’s bombs during World 
War II. Its name became syn- 
onymous with destruction. But 
today the tradition-steeped city 
is a shining example of a mod- 
ern industrial town. 


In Atlanta as part of his good- 
will tour under the auspices of 
the British Travel Association 
and British Overseas Airways 
Corporation, Constable Hand ob- 
served that Lady Godiva fits 
into modern Coventry ‘‘just as 
, gracefully as she apparently 
~ sat on that horse.”’ 


MILADY ON A HORSE 


novel, has found Americans ex- 
tremely interested in his coun- 
try’s earlier heroine. 


“We believe we owe the town 
to her,”” he declared. ‘‘Leofric 
and Godiva founded a Benedic- 
tine monastery at Coventry in 
1043. By 1400, the city was 
the leading midland center of 
the cloth trade, and its fine ca- 
thedral was built out of the prof- 
its.” 


He feels none of the historic 
tradition is lost amid the mod- 
ern architectural wonders of 
steel, glass and metalwork. 


RECORDS OF AGES 


“All England,” Constable 
Hand said, ‘‘is a record of the 
way each age has added to the 
sum of what the ages before 
have given, and no one sees 
any reason why this should not 
continue.”’ 


The 225-acre scar from Hit- 
ler’s bombs, the former center 
of the town, is now a model 
park and shopping center. And 
rising beside the spire of the 
ancient burned-out cathedral is 
a new and lovely stricture, the 
pride of British architecture. 
The new cathedral is built so 


it’s entry way is framed by the 
burned-out windows of the 
bombed edifice, and its nave 
stands in the shadow of the old 
belltower. 


The British bobby pointed out 
that Coventry’s new shopping 
plaza was designed for the con- 
venience of pedestrians—no cars 
are allowed within the shopping 
area. However, a double-tiered 
round parking lot is nearby. 


“So, you see,” Constable Hand 
continued, “our housewives 
don’t have to fear getting 
knocked about by automobiles 
while they’re shopping.” 


ANOTHER ELEMENT 


There’s another element of 
the new Coventry that warms 
the hearts of meticulous house- 
keepers: The city is free from 
smoke. 


“This has been an industrial 
town since about 1400,” the 
bobby pointed out, “‘so we take 
industrialism with proper se- 
riousness, but also with a sense 
of proportion.” 

During his visit here, Con- 
stable Hand met Atlanta Chief 
of Police Herbert Jenkins and 
toured the new police station, 


He also presented official greet- 
ings from Coventry’s Lord 
Mayor to Mayor William B. 
Hartsfield. 


The tall, suave visitor, a vet- 
eral of 11 years’ service on the 
police force, reports that police- 
women are a vital factor in the 
British police force, 


“Policewomen,” Constable 
Hand explained, “handle most 
cases concerning women and 
juvenijes. They also frequently 
lecture at schools and at meet- 
ings of various groups. 


“I suppose,”” he mused, ‘“‘that 
if there should be a recreation 
of a Lady Godiva ride today, 
our policewoman would handle 
it. And they’d function quite 
well, I'm sure.”

BRACKETING TRUER 

Phillips claimed his bill's 
bracketing provisions are more 
true to the ones used voluntarily 
before Oxford issued his. executive 
order. He said he was “convinced 
that tax brackets should be set by 
law” and struck out at “‘raising 
tax by executive order.” 


Greer, however, said that four 
things were intended by the origi- 
nal 1951 act and that one of these 
was that the revenue commission- 
er should set the tax brackets. 


He listed the other three things 
as: 


1. That there be a three per 
cent ta® on each sale. 


2. Tokens should not be used and 


3. Excess collections should go 
to the state. 


Allowing the commissioner to 
set the tax brackets, Greer said, 
would help him “to accomplish 
the first three purposes.” 


REVENUE INCREASE 


He said that prior to the ex- 
ecutive order, retailers had been 
setting their own tax brackets 
which had varied from store to 
store and fram community to com- 
munity. He also said that most of 
the over-collections, prior to the 
order, had been going into the 
pockets of the retail businessman. 


‘He said that since the order, tax 


revenue had increased $1.5 million 
in over-tax collections alone. Un- 
der House bill 74, he said, over- 
tax would be sugar for the re- 
tailer. 


Greer said Phillips’ bill places 
the tax on the seller rather than 
the consumer because it taxes 
gross sales or gross business at 
three per cent and does not tax 
the individual purchase, which he 
Says is now the case. 


He said there was a ‘“‘serious 
question”’ as to whether a retailer 
could be paid for paying his own 
tax. 


TAX ON BUYER 


Greer cited a 1960 court action 
in which it was ruled that the 
1951 tax act placed the incidence 
of the sales tax on the seller and 
not on the buyer and said that 
the 1960 General Assembly~then 
passed a bill which would place 
the tax on the buyer. 


Phillips launched his answer- 
ing remarks with a brief foray on 
the policy of allowing the retailer 
to keep three per cent of the sales 
tax he collected as remuneration. 
He said he doubted that many 
states with a sales tax did that. 
Then he put forth the proposition 
that the state would get more 
revenue if it allowed the retailers 
to keep the over-tax as their sole 
compensation. He said the three 
per cent allowed the businessman 
totaled about $4,351,000 a year. 


Phillips cited three things about 
the sales tax system that he 
thought were wrong -.and ought. 
to be corrected: 


1. Reinstatement of the pre- 
order, voluntary tax brackets. 
These ‘brackets were ‘‘adequate”’ 
he said, and are included in his 
bill. The tax brackets proposed 
by Phillips are: One cent to 13 
cents, no tax; 14 cents to 35 cents, 
one cent tax; 36 cents to 72 cents, 
two cents tax; and 73 cents to $1, 
three cents tax. 


The tax set by Oxford is: one 
cent to 11 cents, no tax; 12 cents 
to 35. cents, one cent; 36 cents to 
65 cents, two cents and 66 cents. to 
$1, three cents tax. 

2. In the “‘transaction method,” 
the power of the revenue commis- 
sioner to say when a sale is made 
was too great. (Presently, sales 
tax is based on each sale.) 


3. The power of the revenue

Gov. Vandiver Tuesday put a damper on proposed 
increases in state spending by declaring that during the 
next two fiscal years it may even be necessary to slash 
basic programs ‘‘unless economic conditions improve to 


a great extent.’ 


Without an economic upturn, | 


the state may wind up $8,300,000 
in the red and “across-the-board 
reductions” in all state spending 
would have to be made, Vandiver 
warned. 


The governor’s appraisal of 
state finances was backed up by 
a report from State Revenue 


Commissioner Dixon Oxford 
estimating that total state in- 
come for 1961-62 at the very most 
would still be some $20 million 
short of the proposed budget.

January) was $19 million above | 
the same period last year. 


The increase is largely attri- 
butable, he said, to the withhold- 
ing tax plan begun last May 
which means the state got this 
revenue earlier this fiscal year 
than it has in previous years. 


Motor fuel taxes for the first 
seven months were up only $1.3 
million and sales tax collections 
up only $1.9 million — indicating 
that collections aren't continuing 
to spiral as they did in recent 
years. 


Although Vandiver didn’t men- 
tion the campaign for raising 
teachers’ salaries, he made it 
clear that no increases in state 
spending at any level would be 
possible without commensurate 
increases in taxes. 


“To increase state spending in 
the amounts being suggested,”’ he 
said, ‘‘would require increasing 
the sales tax to 4 per cent or a 


combination of other tax in- 
creases.” 
Unless the economic picture 


brightens greatly, Vandiver said, 
the proposed basic budgets for 
the next two fiscal years will by 
themselves eat up all anticipated 
income as well as the entire state 
surplus fund. 


He pointed out that during the 
current 1960-61 fiscal year the rate 
of state spending is running “$11 
million higher than anticipated 
net state income.” 


“It’s an illusion to suggest that 
current and recurring additional 
expenditures of a large magnitude 
could be financed by robbing an 
equalization account, by halting 
needed school construction, by 


making obligations above income 
and surplus, which it is known 
could not be fulfilled, or through 
any other fanciful and unworka- 
ble means,”’ Vandiver said. 


“It is an empty gesture—hold- 
ing out false hopes that cannot be 
fulfilled unless the revenue is pro- 
vided,”” he added. 


Oxford stuck to his forecast of 
$386 million net income for the 
current fiscal year and said it 


may not climb higher in 1961-62.

He made the comments in a 
speech before mayors and city 
councilmen of Georgia cities 
large and small at a banquet in 
the Dinkler-Plaza as they wound 
up a day of association with state 
officials.

Following the speech, the Geor- 


gia Municipal Association g ave, 


Vandiver a unanimous vote 
confidence ‘or his work in the 
school crisis, his stand for finan- 
cial integrity and efforts to im- 
prove conditions at Milledgeville 
State Hospital. 


The resolution praising his ac- 
tion was offered by immediate 
past association President Charles 
Cowan of Cartersville. 


The governor thanked the city 
fathers for not pushing immediate 
implementation of a constitutional 
amendment which allows state 
financial grants to cities.

“Although the people voted 
strongly for your constitutional 
amendment permitting state as- 
sistance for municipal financing, 
you have refrained from pressing 
for implementation at this time,”’ 
he said.

The fourth and setting 
trick could be taken if West could 
ruff the third round of diamonds 
with the heart jack, but South 
would surely be equal to that 
play and go up with the heart 
queen, shutting out West's jack, 
which would soon be captured on 
a trump lead toward dummy. 


But if South were allowed to 
lead trumps immediately, she 
probably would lead out the queen, 
assuring West a trick with the 
jack. So West did not continue a 
diamond at trick 2, but instead 
shifted to a spade. Declarer won 
with the queen and, believing 
West had a singleton diamond 
and therefore would not be able 
to put East on lead and most 
probably had three trumps, one of 
which might be the jack, she at 
once led out the queen of hearts 
as West had hoped she would. 


West jumped in with the ace, 
led her remaining diamond to her 
partner’s queen, and on the dia- 
mond return declarer could ruff 
no higher than with the 8. West 
overruffed with the jack for down 
one. 


Although South could have made 
the hand by leading a low heart 
rather than the queen, this would 
not be a good play. If she does 
lead a low heart first and West 
follows small, deciarer has a 
guess. If she finesses the 10 she 
might lose to the jack with East. 
And if she puts up the king she 
will lose two trump tricks if West 
started with ace-jack-small. 


South’s lead of the queen was 
proper, as West anticipated.

To Be Appealed 


An attorney for the Dinkler 
family announced Tuesday he 
would appeal a suicide death cer- 
tificate issued by the Fulton Coun- 
ty medical examiner in the death 
of hotel magnate Carling Dinkler 
Senior. 

Fulton Coroner Thomas E. 
Compton said he would convene 
a coroner’s court probably Thurs- 
day to go into the case on the 
basis of new evidence supplied by 
attorney William H. Schroder Jr. 


Schroeder said the evidence, 
accumulated since the ruling of 
Dr. Tom Dillon, medical examin- 
er, tended to show the death was 
an accident. 


Schroder said he had no criti- 
cism of Dr. Dillon or the decision 
the medical examiner had reached 
with the evidence at hand. He 
added new evidence strongly indi- 
cated that Mr. Dinkler fell while 
attempting to open a window in 
his private suite on the 12th floor 
of the Dinkler Plaza Monday. 


Dr. Dillon said he would wel- 
come a hearing based upon a 
series of statements which Schrod- 
er had obtained. 


Dr. Dillon said the death cer- 
tificate which he had issued 
Monday was in the form of an 
opinion based upon his findings 
and under the law was subject 
to a coroner’s court review. 


Compton pointed out the law 
permits an appeal in such cases 
and added “we did not have the 
evidence which Mr. Schroder has 
presented at the time the death 
certificate was issued.” 

The attorney said he had ob- 
tained statements from two heat- 
ing engineers at the Dinkler Plaza 
pointing out that Mr. Dinkler often 
complained that the suite was 
overheated, and frequently opened 
the casement-type windows in the 
dining room to get fresh air.

The attorneySaid his evidence 
would tend to show Mr. Dinkler 
found the suite stuffy and over- 
heated when he arrived Monday 
morning, attempted to open the 
window himself and while in the 
process fell.

Dear Dr. Molner: Please 


write about insanity. I have 


asked two doctors if it can be 
passed 'on from generation to 
generation. While one said no, 
the other said certain strains 
can be. 


If certain strains can be 
passed on, then it is definitely 
hereditary — true? I am con- 
fused as to what to believe.— 
J. W. 


Why do you have to belleve 
either answer to be definitely cor- 
rect? I don’t. 


Your question suggests that you 
think of “insanity” as a single 
disease, but perhaps with different 
“strains.” 


Let’s try a different viewpoint. 
Let’s call it mental illness, or 
emotional illness. Those terms are 
much more descriptive. 


Now let’s change your question 
a bit. Suppose you asked a doc- 
tor, “Is illness hereditary?” His 
answer might well be: “In some 
cases, yes. In other cases, there 
may be a tendency which ‘is in- 
herited, but the disease itself is 
not. And in still other cases hered- 
ity is not a factor at all. 


It’s the same, apparently, with 
mental illness. A baby may be 
born with a limited ability to with- 
stand emotional stress. If he lives 
a life in which he can feel useful 
and happy he will not become 
mentally ill. Yet, subjected to too 
much emotional stress, he may 
break down. 


Frustration, anxiety, suppressed 
fear, continued feelings of inade- 


quacy—these are the sort of corro- 
sive emotions which seem to bring 
on mental illness. When the indi- 
vidual no longer can tolerate his 
emotional miseries, he takes ref- 
uge in some form of mental ill- 
ness. He becomes withdrawn, 
sometimes to the point of paying 
virtually no attention to anyone 
or anything around him, or he be- 
gins imagining things that are not 
so, or exhibits other symptoms we 
associate with mental illness. 


There are in many hospitals pa- 
tients who behave perfectly nor- 
mally as long as they are in the 
safe, comfortable environment of 
the institutions. But when they 
are released and have to start 
meeting the day-to-day decisions 
of ordinary living they break down 
and have to return. 


Have I suggested a little differ- 
ent way of looking at ‘‘insanity’’? 


I hope so, for it is only when we 
begin to think in such terms that 
we understand a great deal that 
is being done in the treatment of 
emotional illness.

Let’s Take New Look at Insanity 


I freely grant there is much we 
do not yet know about mental ill- 
ness. In view of recent studies, it 
is wholly believable that the phy- 
sical characteristics of the nerv- 
ous system, or the chemistry of 
the body, may prove to be very 
important. 


Yet, even if all this is proved 
and becomes very useful, it will 
not change the basic fact that a 
person becomes “emotionally ill’’
